Sugar Cure Receipe for 
Curing Fresh Meat

1% quarts 
of salt; one-fourth pound of brown 
sugar; 2 oz. black pepper; 2 oz. of 
salt petre. Mix with warm water to 
consistency of paste. 
Rub well into 
meat. 
Spread meat on boards and 
dry for four weeks; then hang.

crease formula in proportion to the 
pounds of meat.

Remarkable Aircraft la Mechanically 
Controlled and Is Said to Be Moat 
Deadly Aerial Weapon Ever 
Conatructed. 


New York.—A successful mechan­ 
ically controlled flying torpedo, des­ 
tined, It is believed, to revolutionize 
land and sea warfare, has been de­ 
veloped for the United States army 
and navy air services. In a secret test 
the remarkable aircraft, said to be 
the most important aerial weapon ever 
constructed, flew over New York city 
and two Eastern states. 
The flying torpedo could easily have 
w rought great destruction to lower 
M anhattan had it been loaded at the 
time, 
according to war officials at 
Washington. 
Experiments with this 
machine have been carried on for sev­ 
eral months in Chesapeake bay, in 
New Jersey, and Ohio, but under the 
strictest secrecy, not more than IOO 
persons in the entire country having 
knowledge of it. 
The aerial torpedo has already made 
upward of IOO flights, approximately 
5,000 miles in the air.

ment. according to the experts, means 
thot 
coastal fortifications are made 
obsolete. 
Attacking in 
large numbers, m a­ 
chines of this type will be able to an­ 
nihilate cities with incendiary explo­ 
sives and poison gases, without loss of 
a single life to the attacking forces, 
experts declare.

the flying torpedoes will be guided 
through the air to their targets with­ 
out a soul on board.

a well-known Roman citizen who 
Invented the modern homo-talent Til- 
| lain, although lacking the string mal- 
. tache and chronic throat trouble of the

He was born of a patrician 
I family and brought up in a homo 
* which had every luxury except the 
, long-winded gas meter, yet he became 
one of the crookedest men In the Ro­ 
man empire and died a brutal and un­ 
pleasant death. 
Catallne was a man of great natural 
talent and might have succeeded In a 
business way, but Instead of opening 
a general store or a first-class livery 
barn, he engaged In politics, which has 
been the ruin of so many men who 
could not earn $1.00 a day In any other 
way.

friend and he lived long enough to 
compile all of his orations in one book 
and hurl them at the head of the high 
school student.

dled himself, being found prone on his 
stomach with several
